There was not mach change in last 
week’soperations by the mills, — 
the water wer averaged a little 
better and the flour output made a 
small gain. The total product for the 
week was 118,100 bbls—averaging 19,- 
603 bbls daily—against 114,000 bbls the 
week before and 107,875 bbis for the cor- 
nding time in 1887. So far the cur- 
rent week, the water has not been so 
extremely low as at some times in the 
ast, but ice is troubling seriously. 
e freez ng up of wheels is also caus- 
ing the loss of much time for the 
water mills. There is one more mill 
on the active list than a week ago, 
another having started up with water. 
This leaves five mills wholly driven 
by steam; three with water and steam 
combined, and nine with water alone. 
This morning, however, the water 
mills were not getting along very well 
as several of them had their wheels 
frozea and were standing idle tempo- 
rarily. The daily flouroutput probably 
comes within range of 19,000@20,000 
bbls. Asma'lamountof flour hasbeen 
shipped to Daluth to be stored, but it 
was not enough to cut any figure. 
Local stocks have not been added to. 
As a rule, millers report the flour mar- 
ket inactive and not very strong. 
Buyers seem to have become fright- 
ened by recent shadings, and are very 
slow to make purchases. For a few 
days past, the export trade has been 
rather better, prices offered being the 
most satisfactory. -An occasional firm 
is found with a large product which is 
selling comparatively ly in the east.

Dakota’s Elevators. 





In its report for the year ending 
June 30, the Dakota railroad commis- 
sion refers to the elevator law of the 
territory as follows : 

Under the law, for the first time in 
the history of Dakota, a set of stand- 
ard grades, substantially uniform with 
those of Minnesota, has been estab- 
lished. The commission has also 
licensed 241 elevators throughout the 


Besides these there are 





fete ig a combined ca ty of 
966 élevators which have applied for 








licenses and have not ze completed 
their bonds, and 308 elevators which 
claim to do a private business and are 
unlicensed. 

Among the eee that have 
come to the board, the most important 
have been those in connection with the 
—_ blockade. On the Manitoba par- 

icularly, though the cars were kept 
moving night and day, it seemed im- 
possible to raise the blockade. On this, 
as on other roads, both the commission 
and the officials united in strenuous ef- 
forts to obviate the trouble. The sys- 
tem of marketing grain in vogue is 
largely responsible for these blockades. 
The remedy is for each farmer to build 
his own ary and market his wheat 
at his leisure. Suitable granaries can 
be built at 2c abu. The adoption of 
this scheme would take the control 
of the wheat market out of the hands 
of speculators, and farmers could clean 
their own grain, thus saving dockage 
and other expenses. A general system 
of private granaries would enable the 
farmer to place his wheat on the mar- 
ket so gradually that wheat dealers 
would have purchasers at his door in- 
stead of — obliged to beg elevator 
men and railroads to take his grain. 
It would advance the price on Dakota 
wheat at least 10c a bu.

Relk & Hubbell, Des Moines capital- 
ists, have purchased the Wabash rail- 
way’s interest in the Union elevator at 
Council Bluffs, Ia., for $6,700 at a sher- 
iff’s sale.

The elevator belonged to nine railway 
lines terminating at Council Bluffs. 


One grain elevator company in 
Montreal is said to have been earnin 
dividends at the rate of 20 per cen 
during the last two years and to have 
paid an average dividend of 14 per 
cent per annum for the last sixteen 
years, besides buying a new plant ata 
cost of about $122,000, and all this on a 
capital of $160,000. 

The large elevators in the south- 
west report a very good demand from 
mills in Ohio, Tennessee, Missouri, 
Michigan and other eastern and south- 
ern states. One firm say they are 
me tow, Sym average of nearly 200 cars 
per week to mills in those states that 
do not come to Minneapolis at all, but 
are distributed from a point down the 
river.

The Chicago Burlington & Quincy

Louis, which have the effect to divert

An additional bounty of 2ic per 
ton forevery one hundred miles car- 
ried by water, shall be paid, on all 
wheat, corn, and flour exported under 
the provisions of section one of this 
act, to the owner or owners of the 
vessels transporting said products : 
Provided, That said bounty’ for the 
transportation shall only be paid when 
the ee ee are transported in vessels 
built and owned by citizens of the 
United States. It shall be the duty 
of the secretary of the to 
prescribe all necessary rules and reg- 
ulations to carry the act into effect.

other mills in that city will sell at 
$4.90. Representatives of well known 
and reliable Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota mills are offering fancy patents 


at $4.80@4.95. 

Winte wheat flours are a trifie firmer 
than last reported and there is rather 
more doing, so that slight concessions 
would probably increase sales.

PRESENTING A CLAIM: 


How a Western Miller Tackled a 
Railroad.

An 
amendment was offered to send all 
such reports to the state secretary and 
by him to the secretary of the National 
association, but was voted down and 
the original motion adopted. ; 

The question of selling flour on thir- 
ty days’ time was discussed at great 
length and finally a motion prevailed 
to sell all southern dealers goods on 
sight draft. 

After some informal discussion the 
association. appointed a committee to 
nominate officers, and then took a re- 
cess until evening, every member vot- 
ing to stay and do the work as it 
should be done.

A prominent winter wheat 
miller, writing to Charles Espenschi 
says: “Just at this moment I receiv 
a cablegram from London, ony ing: 
‘The weakness of yesterday is followed 
by a further decline to-day. Market 
depressed by large arrivals from Min- 
nesota. Telegraph your opinion about 
it.’ I wish { had you at my elbow, so 
you could give me the necessary in- . 
spiration for an answer, because we 

own here are of the opinion that the 
Minneapolis mills are cutting their 
own throats continually by overpro- 
duction. I have been a-dozen times 
over in Europe investigating the mar- 
ket, and [ have been told by numbers 
of bakers and merchants over there 
that they take advantage of the ne- 
cessities of the Minneapolis mills. 
Europe knows very well that those big 
concerns there mustsell a certain quan- 
tity, if not every day, at least eee? 
few days, and if purchasers hold bac 
for any length of time, then the agents 
of the Minneapolis mills will force the 
flour on them, of course at their own 
terms, and that I consider the ve 
weak part of our whole flour expo 
The Europeans know that the cow is 
fall of miik, and if they don’t milk 
the cow regularly, then the milk flows 
out by itself and they only need to 
hold the dipper under. In my earlier 
days of milling, twenty years i 
thought the mill had to run, or 
shine, and I forced business, but, 
growing older and wiser, I have come 
to the conclusion that it is sometimes 
better for a miller to go fishing than 
to run his mill, and I think a great 
number of winter wheat mills have 
adopted the same principle, not to run 
a mill when wheat and flour markets 
are hopelessly inst the miller. 
Whether this same policy could be 
carried out up in your country, espe- 
cially in Minneapolis, I do not feel 
competent to judge, but I am morally 
certain of one thing, that so long as 
ype ore followsits present method 
of marketing flour in Europe, that 
long we will see ten months of drag- 
ging, unsatisfactory business, and per-

In as ne among ge igh shows the 
largest percentage 0: e or 
patent consistent with “standard” 
quality in making mixtures of differ- 
ent grades of wheat, in changing from 
old crop to new, in changing machin- 
ery, bolting cloths, etc.; in experi- 
menting in purifying or granulating 
in milling to certain grades; in ran- 
ning with irregular and insufficient 
power.

In case of complaint from a customer 
the miller can refer to the record show- 
ing when the flour was made and test 
the quality of sample returned and 
thus determine just grounds for settle- 
ment, often proving the complaint 
groundless by report with affidavit as 
to corrections thereto attached.

It is claimed that 
St. Louis is discriminated against, and 
that the reasons for a termination of 
this discrimination are of more force 
now than when the same complaint 
was made before the passage of the in- 
ter-state commerce law. After the 
meeting a telegram and letter were 
sent to the general manager of the 
eastern trunk lines, asking him to 
make the rates for the two cities the 
same. The committee appointed at a 
previous meeting to wait upon the 
managers of Texas roads in regard to 
making their rates for flour the same 
as their wheat rates submitted a re- 
port. The Texas & St. Louis road’s 
manager with them that St. 
Louis mills should not be handicapped 
that way sag oj A order to build up 
certain mills in Texas that were really 
outside of the wheat-producing terri- 
tory. The committee also found that 
the of the Frisco line was of 
their opinion, but they were not met 
ion the same spirit by Mr. Newman of 
the Missouri Pacific. Although that 
gentleman represented that he the 
interests of St. Louis at heart, he nev- 
ertheless thought that these mills out- 
side of the wheat district should be 
protected and fostered by special wheat 
rates for them and high flour rates 
for the St. Louis millers. The commit- 
tee are still not without hope of secur- 
ing an abatement of this discrimina- 
tion. Tne association also decided to 
check another growing evil, namely, 
that of giving customers long credit. 
An agreement has been drawn up by 
which the signers agree not to give a 
longer credit than 30 days. At present 
a credit of 45 and even 60 Jays is given, 
and the tendency has been to lengthen 
the period more and more. It is ex- 
pected that all the millers and flour 
dealers will sign the agreement.

The Iniquitous Scheme ct the Trans- 
portation Lines. 


The scheme of the transportation 
lines to exact from our millers what is 
in reality a duty on all flour sent to 
London, has been shown up hereto- 
fore, and the subjoined official corre- 
spondence ought to open the eyes of 
millers to the necessity of prompt and 
decisive action : : :

LoNnDON, Jan. 21, 1888.—With d 
to delays in transit, the Furness line 
has seriously disappointed us and our 
customers, and we must beg you to 
ship Py. those lines recording good time. 

e understand that an agreement 
has been mooted by the several steam- 
ship companies to make a quay rate 
of one shilling and sixpence per ton 
on flour, on the plausible plea of con- 
veniencs to consignees, which is quite 
fallacious. Such a clause amounts to 
an import duty of 2d per 280 Ibs. And 
the unfairness of such an imposition 
is manifest by their not subjectin 
wheat to the same base, as the millers 
here would not stand it. We hope 
your association will closely watch 
any such rm innovations, and at 
the same e purge the present bill 
of lading of many obnoxious clauses, 
by which the transport companies con- 
tract themselves out of their Poet 
liability, as in its present condition 
London bankers will not advance upon 
it; and upon appealing to the courts 
our judges only laugh at our being so 
foolish as to be a party to so one-sided 
and indefinite a contract. 

LONDON, Jan. ay my napseirseny 5 
bably aware that there is a move being 
made by a combination of the steam- 
ship owners of the regular lines, and 
the dock companies here, to force a 
billof lading upon the trade generally, 
the great new feature of which is that

is change will simply relieve ship- 
owners of a charge which they now 
pay for the use of the docks, throwing 
the burden upon the receiver, and we 
wish you to clearly understand that if 
you find it impossible to obtain an 
other bill of lading than one includ- 








ing this clause, you must please deduct | 4

We may also remark that this 
scheme can only result (if successful) 
in the extra charge coming out of the 
pocket, ultimately, of the miller. We 
sincerely hope that your millers will be 
strong a resist altogether this 
attempt to Wwupon you a charge 
which rightly belongs to them. 

The London Flour Trade Association 
has taken this matter up, and together 
with the G ow and Liverpool asso- 
ciations, has forwarded to your asso- 
ciation a proposed bill of lading drawn 
= the interest of all classes, by 
which, at any rate, some of the diffi- 
culties may be obviated if we can only 
succeed in interesting millers on your 
side in this most n reform and 
impressing them with the importance 
of same.

These facts are submitted through 
the courtesy of the milling press 
all millers interested in exporting 
their product. The receiver is willing 
to cry “fire,” but is evidently unable 
or unwilling to either carry water or 
‘man the brakes.” It is therefore 
left for our millers to take the prompt 
and efficient action n to put 
out the “fire.” The London Flour 
Trade Association might reasonably 
be expected to resist any imposition 
of this kind at their own threshhol 
in the interest of their shippers, bu 
like the receiver, they are perfectl 
willing to shift the burden from th 
own to other shoulders.
